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Stock Taking Time 


With the passing of the year and the advent of azother it is customary 
in the business world to “iake stock.” The books are closed and balanced, 
{aventories taken, bad debts wriiten off, assets and Habilithes cleaply estab- 
Nshed and analysed, and profits and losses on the year’s transactions ascer- 
tatned. The asiute business man examines his yearly statement with greal 
care, sizes up his mistakes and notes where his judgment was sound and good. 
lf he finds there have been leaks, he proceeds to slop them; if his inventories 
show bim to be carrying a lot of dead stock, he devises methods to get rid 
of it; if certain departments have been operated at a loss, he seeks the cause 
and a remedy; if other departments have proven quite satisfactory and pr ofit- 
able, he studies means of further strengthening and extending them. 

All men having even the most rudimeniary knowledge of business and a 
desire to succeed “take stock” at least once a year, and many do so luch 
more frequently. But how many men, and women, take stock of their pro- 
gress do Hife apart from those things atecting their materiaal welfare? 

How iany people, for example, at the close of 1928 will carefully and 
seviously and with downright honesty make up a complete balance sheet of 
their life during the past twelve months, enumerating assets accumulated and 
liabilities Incurred. dead stock with which they are still encumbered, losses 
they have sustained, gains they lave made? 

During the year did the Siete da more for you than vou, as a eitizen 
rendered to the State? If so your liabililies have been inercased because 
you owe a debe to your country that you have not discharged. © True patriot- 
ism and real citizenship means seryiee to one's country, notin selfishly ac- 
cepling all the advantaees which Canada gives to its people and giving little 
or nothing in return. 

What assets in the form: of better cducatton, wider knowledge, inereased 
appreciation of the beauties in art and nature, gains from the untold wealth 
in the storehouse of literature lave you accumulated and developed? Or 
have you iua blind absorption about money matters added “lost opportunities 
to your other liabilities? 

And at the closing of the year are you enjoying better physteal health, with 
a clearer mind awl a stronger body than when the year first dawned? — [If you 
are, you have developed a real asset, one that will give added power, effec 
tiveness and elliciency to all your endevyors. But if you have allowed a 
whole twelve month to fic away without giving thought to your health and 
physical well-being you have incurred a ability which will handleap your 
best efforts in future years. The rules of health are simple, and if generally 
adhered to wowd close moze of the hospitals and put scores of doctors out

Better take a sharp Jook 
at your present inventory of “dead stock” on hand, and get vid of it like a 
pood business man.

Is the balanee on the right side in helpful service in vour own 
community, in kindly thoughts and actions for others, in Julling suspicions, 
smoothing away difficulties, making friends, rather than enemles, and gener:

Souvenir Said to Possess Sinister 
Influence ‘ 

Premier Poincare of France is im 
possessor of a “hoodoo” statuette, but 
thus far, at least, has weathered ifs 
sinister influence. It was brought 
from India by Gustave Lebon, the 
scientist, who was sent there by § Sadio 
Carnot when the latter was a member 
of the ministry. M. Carnot, looking 
over the collection of curios Lebou 
brought back, was asked by the scien- 
tist to choose a souvenir from the lot. 
He chose the -statuettie, whereupon 
Lebon urged him to take something 
else, as, according JLfindoo supersti- 
tion, the statuette was a “hoodoo.” 

“Whoever has it will die or be as 
sassinated afier reaching the highest 
office in his country,” Lebon — sald. 
Nevertheless M. Carnot’ took it. Te 
was elected president a few months 
later, and was assassinated on June 
24, 1894 

Mme. Carnot, br au codicil to ner 
will, Instructed the family to get rid 
of il, and it came Into the hands of M. 
Polneare. Tle went through the 
presidency unharmed, but as he is 
still in high office the secret service 
men charged with iis protection wish 
earnestly that someone would steal 
the curlo or that it will disappear in 
some other manner,

Canadlan Cattle Will Have to 
Some to Get British Trade 
An Mnglish market letter to the On- 
tario Dept. of Agriculture, under dato 
of London, Dec. 1, says that the cat- 
tle business is in a very unhappy 
state just now owlng to the wide- 
spread prevalence of foot and mouth 
disease, The movement of eattloe is 
prohiblted in many distriets, and many 
yaluable herds have been destroyed. 
During the firet ten months of the 
year no fewer than 952,802 cattle 
were imported toto Great Britaln from 
the Irish Free State. In the same 
period Canada sent 38,216 cattle. 
These figures wlll give Canadian read- 
ers some idea of the enormous devel- 
opment which will have to take place 
in the Canadian cattlo trade before 
Canadian cattle ean capture the Brit- 
ish market.

Are Easy on Gasoline 

Taking the engine out of a motor- 
cycle, British acronaulleal engineers 
have set it Into a Hght airplane and 
have thereby enabled the engine’ to 
carry ils passenger over twice the dis- 
tance at three thnes the speed and with 
the same consumption of — gasoline. 
Aviation circles in Canada are keenly 
interested in the progress made in the 
development of the light airplane, as 
evidenced by recent competitions held 
in Mngland. These, it is fell, are 
more --thin realizing the most san- 
gulne expectations, ‘These tiny ma- 
chines have proved themselyes thor- 
oughly alrworthy under the worst 
weather conditions. Reeently a De- 
Uaviland light plane with a six-horse- 
power cnugiue nade the trip from Croy- 
don, London, to Brussels, a distance 
of some 180 niles, on three gallons of 
gas, 

A machine of this type fitted with 
wireless, operating in Cavadlan  for- 
ests, could, with « minimum of ex- 
pense, effectively patrol an area of 
from 10,000 to 12,000 square miles a 
day, it ls claimed.’ Its eapltal cost 
will be no move thin of a motor car, 
provided the planes could be produc- 
ed in fairly large quantities and not

more than that of a motoreyele or a 
small automobile, and the problem of 
fire detection in the remoter part of 
Canadian forests would be In a great 
measure solved.

Cattle Sales Fall Off 


Outlook for the Future, However, Is

For the 11 months ended November 
30, public sale sof commercial cattle 
were approximately 26,000 heads few- 
er than during the same period Jast 
year, according {o a report issued by 
the Dominion Livestock Branch of the 
| Boparinent of Agriculture. Tho 
statement deals with the situation 
as it affects the domestic market, 

It is shown that during the month 
of November there was a falling off 
of 19,912 as compared with Novem- 
ber, 1922. This almost accounts for 
the total deficit recorded ‘during the 11 
months under review. 

“The extraordinary 
mildness of the weather,” says the 
report, by way of explanation, “has 
acted as a welcome restraint to the 
rate of liquidation, but it is neverthe-

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Monster Elephants 


Elephants Larger than Jumbo Said to 
Be Found in Central Africa 

In the belief that elephants twelve 
feet high are to be found in Central 
Africa, Edward Heller, ficld scientist 
for the Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory, Chicago, will lead an expedition 
into a region rarely visited by white 
men in the hope of bringing back the 
hide and skeleton of one of these 
monsters. Hunters hare from time 
to time reported seeing elephants 
larger than any they have killed and 
since the biggest elephant shot and 
accurately measured was some inches 
short of twelve feet {t may be that 
this height is reached on occasion. 
Jumbo is supposed to have been the 
largest elephant ever in captivity, and 
his advertised height was 12 feet. The 
fact Js that he measured just 10 feet 9 
inches, the extra fifteen inches exist- 
ing in tle mind of Mr. P. T. Barnum, 
who perhaps in this as in other in- 
stances, maryelled at his own modera- 
tion. The largest elephant Killed fell 
to the gun of Major. Power-Cotton in 
the Upper Nile, and measured 11 feet 
614 Inches. kk. S. Grogan, another 
English big game hunter, bagged a 
bull only half an inch shorter, 
while Carl E. Akeley shot one 11 
feet 4 inches tall. Col. Roosevelt, 
on his visit to Central Africa sorae 


years ago, shot an elephant 10 feet 9| 
inches high and this 1s the largest in 
the collection of the National Museum 
at Washington. Mr. Heller accompan- 
fed the former president on this hunt- 
ing expedition and was joirft author 
with Col. Roosevelt of the book on 
African game animain. 

In this book they record having 
seen elephants In herds of from 
forty to fifty, several of them falling 
to their guns. One herd was accon- 
panied by a large flock of herons 
which perched themselves on the ele- 
phant’s backs and moved with them 
when they had finished feeding. ‘The 
elephants apparently did not object to 
the society of the birds, but they were 
dangerous companions since they ad- 
yertised the presence of the grazing 
herd by perching on the acacia 
bushes as the anlmals fed. This was 
the country of Livingstone and Stan- 
ley and it Js there that Mr. Heller Is 
going. No more may he expect to 
se puch herds ag the early explorers 
encountered. Livingstone has ree- 
orded in his journals that a herd of 
these savage animals once charged his 
caravan, whilo Stanley said that they 
were so numerous that they obstruct- 
ed his progress and that the guns car- 
ried by his party were not sufflicently 
powerful to kill those that came with- 
in his range. Nearly twenty years 
ago the African elephant was near ex- 
tinction for being sought wholly for 
its jvory and never taught like the In- 
dian elephant to work for man, {t was 
valueless except when lilled. Then 
an agreement among the nations that 
had African possesions gave the ele- 
phants some protection and despite 
the fact that they require several 
years to reach maturity they Increased 
so rapidly that in certain parts of the 
Belgian Congo the natives baye com- 
plained that they are a menace to]

Exaggerating Their Years 


Alleged that Young Women In Britain 
Claim to be of Voting Age 

Woman's traditional privilege of 
concealing her age {s being worked 
in reverse, certain political agents in 
Britain have suggested, by politically- 
minded women who, throwing tradi! 
tion to the winds,, aro oxaggerating 
their age in order to vote. 

These agents expressed surprise at 
the astonishing growth in the number 
of women voters and ungallantly voice 
doubts as to wliether all women regis- 
tered were legally entitled to the fran- 
chise. 

As women are not qualified to vote 
until they reach the age of 30, while 
the legal voting age of men is 21, it is 
regarded as strange that in several 
parlamentary divisfons the names of 
women on ihe registers actually out- 
numbered the men, while in many con- 
slituencies the difference was only 
slightly in favor of the men. 

“Tt Is'easier than formerly for un- 
authorizcd people to get thelr names 
entered on the voters’ Ust and more 
difficult to maintain a check,” the 
Daily Mail quotes one political agent 
as dealing, “owlng to the change in the 
system of registration which was In- 
augurated In 1914, when women were 
first adimlited to the franchise. Since 
that year the total number of voters 
has swelled from roughly eight mll- 
lion to more than twenty millions.” 

Speculating on the immense number 
of women registered, despite the age 
limit, the agent sald: “The woman of 
28 who is keen to vote may take the 
risk of putting herself down as 30 on 
the registration form. The official is 
entitled to ask her to produce a certi- 
ficate of her age, but obviously he re- 
frains from dolng so unless he has 
sonie ground for suspicion.”

Claim Insulin Is Useless In Tropics 


Climatle Conditions Affect Famous 
, Remedy of Dr, Banting 
Owlng to climatic conditions the 
startling announcement is mado that 


insulin is a failure in tropical coui- 


trices. An authoritativo report just 
issued makes it clear that supplies 
prepared in Europe _are practically 
useless by the time They’ reach tho 
tropics, even if hurricd forward. This 
is particularly disturbing information 
when it is remembered that the ray- 
ages of diabetes are far more severe 
in the tropics than in Europe 
America. : 

An official communique, issued by 
the Burma government, says that the 
dramatic results obtained by the use 
of insulin in cases of diabetes in Eur 
ope and America naturally raised the 
hopes of the many thousand sufferers 
from the disease in India and Burma. 
Unfortunately, it had been faynd that 
insulin deteriorated very rapidly un- 
der tropleal conditions, and supplies of 
sufficient potency to be really effectivo 
had not succeeded in reaching Ran- 
goon. 

A gerles of tests have recently been 
carried out at the Pasteur Institute 
of Burma with insulin, both of Eng- 
lish and American manufacture, and 
It has been found that insulin, tested 
even within six weeks of its date of 
Issue by. the manufacturing firms re- 
tains only one-fiftieth or less of its 
original strength, a fact which | ren- 
ders the preparation useless. — 

The authoritative conclusion is that, 
unless insulin can be rendered more 
stable and resistent to tropical clima- 
tic conditions, {tis not Nkely to coma 
duto general use in India. If manu- 
factured in India, and stored and dis- 
tributed with care, it might be pos- 
sible to obtain an effective product, 
but the subject will require to be very 
fully investigated.

Photographs Can Now Be Transmitted 
Over Wires By Belin System 
Photographs, drawings, longhand, 
shorthand, Chinese writing and 
printing have now been transmitted 
over wires by the Belin system of 
telephotography, and autograph mes- 
sages haye been sent by wireless.
